so prodigal in their nature, ought te be an in- 
ducement for a Congressman todie each week, 
It will be seen that before the committee left 
Washington Mr. Leedom invested $20206 for 
lunch, bought of James Wormliey, Washington’s 
colored and fashionabie caterer. This ought to 
have iasted eleven men four hours; but it did 
not, for at Harrisburg, which is less than four 
hours’ run, an additional $24 is invested in lunch. 
Next is an item of $14for “breakfast” at Indian- 
apolis, the lunch fiends having in less 
than twenty-four hours devoured nearly 
$300 worth of. raw material aud 
bought $54 worth more, which was added to the 
larder. At Lawrence, Kan., the en mourn- 
ers were again empty, and $55 06 more lunch was 
peeded. 

Coming back the lunch grab was again repeated 
to the tune of $15 60 in St. Louis, $6 95 in a dining 
car, and $12 25 at Columbus, Ohio. It will be ob- 
served thatin the Columbus charge “tmuiit” is 
added. Possibly Leedom bought lemons, olives 
and oranges to whet the appetites of his hungry 
band. All told, the luneh-eaiers cost the poor 
tax-payers $515 92. To aid its digestion $36 worth 
of cigars were provided, 200 of which are desig- 
nated as “Carolina” cigars. 

Having provided so handsomely for the gusta- 
tory entertainment of the Congressional mourn- 
ers, Mr. Leedom did not forget to have each prop- 
erly jabeied with the babiliments of mourning. 
Of course, gioves were hecessary. Leeaom is not 
acheap Man. Evidently he thought Congressmen 
were not big fools enoughto die often. So he 
worked dead one he was nursing for all in the 
ame.

“THAT’S A LIE!”

He Was Questioned Regarding the Rumor q 
That He Would Come to the Rescue of the “4 
West Shore Road—A Talk With Gould...

NEw YORK, January 30.—The extension of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company by the 
purchase of the National System from New York to 
Chicago atong the lines of the West Shore and 
Nickel Plate roads did not appear to have any in- 
fluence on Western Union yesterday, and the 
stock ciosed slightly higher than’ on Monday, 
The report that the Baltimore and Ohio is about 
to be sold to or consolidated with the Western 
Union, and the appointment of Mr.D. H. Batesfas 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio, and the pur- 
chase of the National Line were but preliminary 
steps in the scheme of amalgamation, and were 


emphatically denied by Mr. Bates. Mr. Jay 
Gould was asked yesterday what effect the new 
move of the Baltimore and Ohio would have on 
the Western Union. “None whatever,” he re- 
plied; “the line over the Nickel Plate from Buff. 
alo to Chicago has not paid expenses. Besides, [ 
understand that there are legal proceedings af- 
fecting the title of the Nicke! Pilate line so that 
the Baltimore and Ohio get very little for théir 
money, and the effect on the Western Union 
amounts to absolutely nothing.” On the other 
hand. the belief on the “street” is that the West- 
ern Union is no Jonger to enjoy a monopoly of 
telegraph business. Not only has the Baltimore 
und Ohio entered into active competition with 
it, but the bankers and merchants also are 
engaged in extending its lines. President A. W, 
Dimock is absent from the city now negotiating 
with two or three railroad companies for the pur- 
chase of their telegraph franchises. The amount 

aid for the material was $800,000, $400.900 each 
or the West Shore and Nickel Plate lines. Of 
the amount paid for the West Shore line a large 
part was received by Receiver Green of the Norih 
River Constiuction Company, which owned most 
of the stock. This payment will relieve the Con.

“The New York Central 
would not haye the West Shore Road at any 
price. They don’t wantit. We have as much as 
we can do with our own road. We have never 
refused business and there is noneed for building 
aparaliel line. The West Shore people know 
this.

MATTHEW ARNOLD. « 


Arrival of the Distinguished En- 
glish Critio. 


His Lecture on “Numbers,” Which He 
‘ Will Deliver To-Night—A Chat With 
Mr. Arnold— What He Thinks of Amer- 
ica and Especially of the Newspapers, 


Mr. Matthew Arnold, the distin guished 


Enghsh scholar, probably as a writer 
on social and religious topics, ap 
essayist, poet and critic, the foremost man to-day 
in English letters, with Mrs. Arnold, arrived in 
the city last evening. This morning Mr. and Mrs. 
Arneld, accompanied by Mr. Heury Hitchcock, 
were driven around the city and devoted some 
time to an examination of Wasbington Univer- 
sity, with especial reference to the manual train- 
ing department. Immediately after his ride Mr. 
Arnold was met In the Southern 
Hotel corridor by a POST-DISPATCH fre- 
perter, who adducted him from a crewd of 
of litterateurs, preacbers and men of learuing for 
a few minutes quiet chat. The reporter ventured a 
few remarks on the condition ofthe streets, but 


Mr. Arnold, ashe divestea himself of his over- 

coat, laughingly said, “l won’t beara word 

against the weather. It is delightful, the only, 
really pleasant weatber that have 

experienced since coming +o America, I have 

just been taking a hurried look at your city. We 

devoted most of our time to the Manual Training 

School.” 

“What did you think of it?” , 
“It is on the plan of the Working- 
men’s Schools in London, which are 
being tried, only it seems to me to be more for 
tie venefit of rich men’s sons, of people whe are 
able to get anything they want, than for th@poor, 
as only a iimited number are taken without 
tuition.

During the conversation the reporter had a good 
oppurtunity io observe the peculiarities of the 
dis.inguished Englishman. There is nothing 
particularily striking about Mr. Arnold’s appear- 
ance. He looks likea well-<dreased, Cultivated 
English gentieinan, with nothing out of the co:m- 
mon runof menindress or manner. He taiks 
rather deliberately and with avery decidedly 
English intonation aud pronunciation. 
He har dark, abuadaut hair, clean shaveu upper 
lipand cull, aud closely crupped side whiskers. 
All of his features are strong and promiveut,large 
nose, large, tuil lips, which he twists a littie odd! 
when he talks, and prominent brows, Wih 
his hat off and engaged in couversation, 
Mr. Arnold bas avery fine expression and face, 
especially profile. In bis deliberating momeuts 
there is a Visible power of cuncentrauion which 
is striking.

Mr, Brueggeman Thinks it is Very 
Necessarye |

What it Will Cost and How to Get the Money 
—The Scarcity of Funds—Trichina—Refu 
gees—Notes. 


About once a year some enterprising citizen 
rises up and demands that a new City Hall be 
built. LIoorder not to be left in this year’s call, 
Mr. Bryeggman, of the House of Delegates, who 
is ex-officio. to some extent authorized to make 
the demand, begins in the. middie of the first 
month to clamor for a new Municipal mansion. 
Mr. Biueggemau’s demand took the sbape of a 
House resolution, to the effect that the Board of 
Public Improyements be requested to have 
drawings and plans prepared for a new City 
Hall. to be built on Washington Park, and to 
submit them with estimates of the cost of the 
proposed building, etc., to the House of Dele- 
gates at aseariy a date as possible. Questioned 
by a PvSt-DIsPATCH reporter as to the 
motive which luduc him to offer 

ie resolution, Mr. Brueggemann made answer 
as follows: “The City Hall, as itis now, isa per- 
fect fire-trap, The reason Lask that a pew one 
ve bulltis thata fire is likely to sweep this one 
awny.atany day, and thn we woula have to 
bulld a new one anyway. If we wait till a fire 
compels us to bund a new City Hall we will be a 
presd UVeal of money out, for this building con- 
tains papers which are of inestimable value, and - 
which, if destroyed, could not be resto Now 
what Isay is this: Let us begin to build a hew 

elty ball now and take tive years to finish it in. 

The hall will cost sométi.ing like a militon dol 
lars. 1 wil) ask ti:at $175,000 be appropriated the 
first year, and that suim ur more can be &PPro- 
priated every year uuttl the ball is fluished.’ 

“But where is the $175,000 to come (rom?” 

“From the geveral revenue fund.” 

*How about the FireDepartment, Water Depart 
meut, and other branches of the city govermeut 
that are crippled fur waut of money?” 

*l nold that a Cily Hallis as great a necessity 
to the city asthe improvement of the service of 
either of these departments,” 

“But the city cannot affurd the money?”

A MODEST DEMAND. 

The House Committee on Public Lands 
has fixed on the 5th of February as the day 
for hearin arguments of railroad attor- 
neys against the proposed measures for com- 
pelling the roads to take out patents fur the 
lands they have earned under the land-grant 
acts. Mark the modesty of these corpora- 
tions! ‘They not only ask permission to 
keep the land-grants which thay have for- 
feited, but they ask the Government to hold 
for them, free from all taxation, the grants 
they have technically earned. 

As if land given toa railroad were a sort 
of deodand, dedictated to pious or charitable 
uses and therefore too sacred to be taxed 
like the property of the profane herd, they 
ask, fora gigantic and appalling land mo- 
nopoly, the crowning favor of an exemption 
not accorded to the landed estate of any 
man in this country. Even the crippled 
soldier has to take outa patent for the little 
farm a grateful country bus eiven him, and 
pay State, county, town and school district 
taxes on it. If tNe hardy settler who has 
paid the Government for his land has 
to pay all these taxes, there is neither 
equity nor sound policy in devolving 
the whole burden thereof upon such as he, 
while great areas of railroad lands lie ail 

around him untilled and untaxed, 

Yetitis for just such discrimination in 
their favor that the land grant roads are now 
pleading. Whenever it is certified that they 
have earned certain lands, they become in- 
debted to the Government for the cost of 
surveying the same, and on paying that cost 
are entitled to patents. But by not paying 
they leave the lands unpatented, and there- 
fore exempt from taxation as part of the 
public domain, so the Supreme Court has 
decided, while deciding also that a railroad 
mortgage of the same /and is valid. 

There is no reason why Congress should 
not put an end to this iniquity in the most 
summary manner practicable. The only. 
fault apparent in the bil!s proposed is a len- 
iency and mildness of remedy that may ren- 
der them inefficient. The homesteader who 
fails in the least of the last conditions upon 
which he can claiin a patentis liable to be 

ispossessed and ejected from his homestead 
_ ~Pem ceremony. 
fuses to pay the costs of survey and accept a 
patent, as stipulated in the grant, should be

SHERMAN’S PETARD, 

The Democrats of the Senate behaved 
with uncommon wisdom yesterday in their 
treatment of the SHERMAN resolutions. The 
temptation to offer an amendment extending 
the investigation to notorious infringements 
of equal rights ana freedom of election in 
the Republican States of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, was almost irresistible, But 
they did not yield to it. They listened with 
patient and silent self-control to aspersions 
which they might have indelibly branded as 
falsehoods, and to taunts which they might 
have hurled back with rankling effect. 
they refused to take partin the bitter sec- 
tional wrangle so eagerly sought by the 
other side. They simply recorded their neg- 
ative votes against an obviously partisan 
attempt to make the coming Presidential 
election, like others which had preceded it, 
wear the aspect of a renewal of war between 
the North and South. They wisely trusted the 
common sense of the country to see through 
the proceeding in all its bearings, when 
they contented themselves with a mere roll- 
call protest against a Congressional investi- 
gation of State elections over which Con- 
gress can exercise no iegislative control, and 
of local police matters over which every de- 
partment of the Federal Governwent is con- 
stitutionally divested of any power or juris- 
diction whatever. 

The country has gone through a good deal 
of this sortof agitation for effect on the 
North in Presidential elections, and is now 
finding out what it hascost. While the peo- 
ple were excited about alleged outrages in 
the South and the dominant party In Wash- 
ington was apparently devoting its whole 
attention to constitutional amendments, re- 
construction acts, force bills, civil rights 
bills, kuklux acts and other remedial meas- 
ures for the protection of the ExtrzA Pinx- 
STONS of the South and to protract the 
rule of the carpet-bag plunderers in 
that unhappy section, the monopolists 
were quietly getting in their work and sub- 
jecting the whole country to the-domination 
of acormorant oligarchy. The agitation to 
which the attention of the country was di- 
verted did no good and a ereat deal of harm. 
Most of the proposed remedies now stand 
exposed as holiow frauds or have been 
brushed away by Republican Supreme Court 
decisions. But the things that were done 
under cover of this agitation remain thorns 
in the flesh of the people, still growing and 
rankling.

THE GAS QUESTION, 

The water gas question is to come up be- 
fore the Council for action this evening, and 
it is to be hoped that the proposition will be 
rejected. The matter has been so long be- 
fore the public that its merits are generally 
understood, and there is no new argument 
to be added to the discussion. We do no in- 
justice to the gentlemen who are applying 
for the franchise when we say that 
they were not wholly influenced by phil- 
anthropic motives in going into the gas busi- 
ness. Their object and desire is not to see 
how cheap they can make gas in the city. 
They are business mem acting under the 
promptings of self-interest. Their object is 
not to compete with the Laclede Gas Com- 
pany at $1 50 a thousand feet, but to secure 
the succession to the St. Louis Gas Com- 
pany upon the expiration of its charter in 
1890. Thatis the real question at issue. It 
is, shall the city of St. Louis grant in 1884 a 
franchise which is intended to be used only 
in 1890, and which will shut the city out for- 
ever from any of the benefits of future im- 
provements in gas making? 

That is the whole question. We have al- 
ready had experience of the nature and deal- 
ings of gas companies. There is no immedi- 
ate necessity for action. In three or four 
years we will be in a better position to judge 
of our interests in the business. It is hard 
to understand: how any disinterested mem- 
ber of the Municipal Assembly can hesitate 
about the side on which his vote should be 
cast. 


Tue City Council last night taid over the 
question of licensing the newsboys and, we 
piously trust that they will let itlie over 
forever. While we sympathize with every 
attempt made to better the condition of the 
newsboys, the one circumstance whieh is 
allimportant is that they sheuld be. per- 
mitted to ply their trades But instead of 
=lping those who need it most, cle amiable 
enthusiasiy of the Newsboys’ Association 
prop .se to prevent the pworest class of 
newsboys from selling at all, by requiring 
all newsboys to be licensed at an expense of 
twenty cents, This would be as cruel as it 
is need'ess. Twenty cents is a trifle, but 
the exaction of twenty cents is enough to 
keep many a little fellow from going out and 
making enough to live on. As the News- 
boys’ Association does not propose to sup- 
port those whom it deprives of their scanty 
support, it would simply transform . the 
transient newsboys into permanent beggars. 
The City Council is not called on to lend its 
assistance to such mistaken philanthropy. 


An irrepressible Conflict. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

Huntington built through the Territories over 
the public lands as a trespasser without the con- 
sent ofthe Government. He entered and built 
through a Government reseryation in the same 
high-handed way. He crossed the Colorado River 
on areservation im spite of the positive prohibi- 
tion of the Secretary of War. Now he says that if 
Congress, in pursuance of Its rights, presumes to 
declare the grant which he “earned” from the 
Government in this way forfeited he will go into 
the courts and tie up the land for twenty years py 
litigation, with the evident conviction that in the 
end the Supreme Court will award itto him. If 
there are any simple-minded people who still refuse 
to believe that there is any reason why certain 
great monopolies should be makingia simultaneous 
and continuous effors to obtain contro! of the Sen- 
ate and to name a candidate for the Presidency we 
hope the revelation by Huntington of the great 
stakes he will have to play for and bis reliance on 
the Supreme Court will enlighten them. In the 
next dozen years questions about land grants and 
railroad discriminations are coming up vefore the 
supreme Court, to control which Huntington and 
the Standard Oil Company alone could afford to 
pay the expenses of all the Presidential ejections 
and the elections of a majority of the Seyvate until 
they are settled. 

There is an irrepressible conflict here, The 
property of the men who, by charters and the 
delegated powers of eminent domain, hold the 
roads of the country in their sole control4g not at 
ail like other property. Noteven the citizens of 
t e monarchical and aristocratic Governments of 
Europe are riaden by such despotism as Hunting- 
ton and bis associates have determined by the 
help of the Senate and the President and the Su- 
preme Court to fasten on us, These railroad 
kings wul find that they must submit tn free 
America to at least as much Control as would be 
imposed on themin England or France or Ger- 
many. 


Barnum’s Will.

Barnum, who has written a will of 799 pages, 
and taken the most extraordinary precautions 
against its being contested on the ground of bis 
insanity, will probably furnish his heirs such a 
ground for a contest, If he continues to insiss that 
he paid $200,000 for his white elephant.

A Number of Prominent Citizens Interest 
Themseives—A Call Upon the Authorities 
to Entorce the Law—The Extent of the 
Evil. 


A tcommittee of citizens composed of 
Messrs. Gerard B. Allen, John D. Perry, Syives- 
ter H. Laflin, W. Nichols, Web M. Samuel and 
James M. Franciscus addressed a letter to Cir- 
cult Attorney Harvey a few weeks ago calling 
that officiai’s attention to the amount of obscene 
literature in circulation in this city. In this mat- 
ter the committee moved independently and ex- 


ressed a determination if there was a remedy to 
had wo apply it. The society for the suppress- 
ion of vice is represented nere in the person of 
Mr. McAiee, who, altaough a painstaking man, 
surrounds himself with such unnecessary secrecy 
and adopts such slow methods in dolug a work in 
which everybody is willing to aid, that he does 
uot by any means accomplish the objects he 
otherwise could. The gentiemen above 
named asked the opinion of the Circuit 
Attorney io relation to three illustrated 
papers published in New York and circulatea 
throughout the country. Later Mr. C. L. Thomp- 
son waited on the Circuit Attorney and represent- 
ed the facis and invoked official aid in a matter of 
such consequence to tbe rising generation. A 
Post-DiIsPATCH reporter calied at Mr. Harvey’s 
office to-day to ascertain what had beendone. In 
response to the question be said: “A committee 
of gentiemen wrote me on this subject about two 
montus ago, and I solicited and obtained the 
opinion of the Attorney-General onthe subject.

THEIR PATIENT LIVES. 


The Young Man Witha Bullet Hole Through 
His Brain. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, January 30.—Bruno Kuoorr, an ac- 
count of whose self-shooting was published in the 
Post-D1IsPATCH on Tuesday, still lives at Belle- 
vue Hospital, with a bullet through his skull and 
brain. He is very much improved to-day. He 
complained yesterday of a painin his stomach 
and said he could not lift his right arm. 
Dr. Robert T. Morris, surgeon, and Dr. 


W. F. Fiubrer, consulting surgeon, 
were extremely reluctant to make any 
statements in regard to the case. From those 
who witnessed the extraction of the balla de- 
scription of the operation was obtained. The man 
was placed under the influence of ether late in 
the afternoon. Ashe lay ou his back a probe 
was inserted inthe orifice in the middle of the 
forg¢head. It was found to be utterly impossible 
to extract the bullet by way of its entrance, so 
the location of the buliet was calculated by the 
eye, guided by judgment, based mangle on the 
kuowledge of ovrevious cases. The pa 
tient was then turned on his side, 
the bair shaved and across cut with the scalpel. 
At the spotunder which it was estimated the 
ball lay, the button, or piece of skull, was cut out 
as has been described. This wasina perfectly 
healthy state in every respect, uninjured, as was 
the membrane covering the brain. When the 
thick membraue was slit 

THERE WAS GREAT HEMORRHAGE, 
and the great length of the opera.ion, four hours 
anda half, was dueto the necessary treatment 
for this. When the thin membrane was cut 
small flecks were seen. From this 
and the unusual pul sation observed 
it was judged that the bullet was in close proxi- 
mity. y inserting the. little finger in the hole, 
which was as large as a silver dime, resistance 
was met, and the surgeons knew the delicate cal- 
culation was exxct. The ball was quickly taken 
out. it was flattened. Atthe apex a rubber 
tube a quarter of an inch in diameter and perfor- 
ated at mapy points was attached toa probe 
which was drawn through the channel until it ex: 
tended aninchfromthe skull before ard be 
hind. This was then bandaged pro- 
perly and served to drain the 
channel and to guard from some dangers. In- 
case the patient progresses favorably other means 
will soon be takento effect the purpose, willie 
the walls of the channel are healing. 

THERE IS NO INFLAMMATION 

or hemorrhage, but there is possivie danger from 
siow inflammation. The chances for recovery, 
however, are said to be fair. Tne paralysis of 
the right arm consequent upon the wound will in 
a méasure disappear, it is supposed, wile some 
mental peculiarities are expecied to 
characterize the maa if he recovers. 
The case is unique in the history of 
surgery, and fs the first one as far as is known in 
which the location of the ball has been exactly 
estimated and the bullet then exyacted from a 
counter opening. The least departure of the 
probe from the channel of the wound into the 
mush-like substance of the brain, it is said, would 
have been almost instantly fatai. The delicacy of 
touch, the steadiness and accuracy, is saic by ex- 
perts to have been little less than miraculous.

Imitation Sapphires Made and Sold— 
How Color Was Introduced, | 
From the London Telegraph. 

At the Lord Mayor’s Court yesterda 
cember 31, the rector and a porte Ps 
heard the case of Ricardo agt. Abrahams, 
The plaintiff, a dealer in precicus stones, 
sought to recover from the detendant, a jew- 
eler, the sum of £17 14s. 4d. for a parcel of 
imitation sapphires, soid and delivered, 
The defendant pleaded a denial of liabilit 
alleging that the supposed stones were so 
to him as real, and turned out to be imitae 


tion. ‘The plaintiffs case was that on Se 
tember 20 last he met the defendant in the 
street and offered him a parcel of imitation 
sapphires, kuown as “‘beryl sapphires.”’ Mr. 
Abrahams referred him to his sun, who was 
at home, and that gentleman purchased the 
| Nequnes for the sum now sued for, having till 
he next morning to decide upon the matter, 
He had, however, subsequeutiy refused to 
pay for them, alleging that they were not as 
represented, “inferior sapphires.,”’ 
’ For the defense the defendant’s son was 
called, and said the plaintilf represented at 
the time he brought the parcel to that 
the contents were real stones, but an in- 
ferior quality. He seid some of them ata 
smali yrofit to his brother-in-law, a jeweler, 
who gave him a check, which he stopped two 
hours later, informing him that the supposed 
stones were nuthing but paste, and worth. 
less. He thereupon refused to complete the 
bargain. 
lu cross-examination he said he had been 
in the habit of buying and selling sapphires, 
butonly when mounted up. Their vaiue 
then was according to their setting. He was 
no judge of sapphires, He was aware that 
the invuice was for “beryl sapphires.” He 
did not know tbat the word beryl meant 
imitation. He thought it was a mere descrip- 
tion of the stones. He was a jeweler, and 
dealt in gold and silver goods. 

Mr. Alfonso Nourick, a iapidary, said he 
had examined the supposed stunes. They 
were of the commonest kind of imitation 
known as paste, and sold by the gross.

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THOMAS TALKS. 


His Plans forthe Proposed Wag.-/ 


ner Festival. 
Theodore Chats About Materna, Winkel- 
and Scaria—The Local Theaters— 
Stage Splinters. 


_—_---_— 


The coming season of festival concerts in Bos- 
ton under the direction of Theodore Thomas has 
attracted much attention there, as well as in the 
leading cities of the East ana West, the tour con- 
templated by Mr. Thomas extending througn the 
principal centers of population, and including the 
regular festivals of Clocinnati and Chicago, as 
well as that at Buffalo. His engagement of Frau 
Amalia Friedrich Mate rna, Herr Herman Winkel- 
mann, and Herr Emil Scaria, which was at one 
time doubted, inasmuch as they are all der 
contract to the Vienna opera, is fully settled, and 
heavy advance payments have been made to 
insure the carrying out of the contracts. 
Some very amusing, though perplexing, difficul- 
ties were experienced in arranging the contracts 
with these attists, especially in the cases of Win- 
kelmann and Scaria, the ocean voyage appearing 
to present terrors to their minds which only the 
most skillful diplomacy succeeded in dispelling. 
The proverbial caution of the German nation was 
shown in all the movements of these artists in re- | 
gard to the contemplated tour ; but it Is said that, 
having signed the agreement to come to America, 
they now fully share Frau Materna’s desire to 
sing before the publichere. Mr. Thomas has 
been so busily engaged witn his concert engage- 
ments of late that he has, until now, found it im- 
possible to plan his programme for these festival 
schemes. But,in conversation with a Boston 
Herald reporter, lately. Mr. Thomas spo ke as fol- 


lows about the artists he had engaged: 

“I don’t think Materna was heard tothe best 
advantage in this city when she was here at my 
last festival, as the hall used then was too large 
to enjoy the singing of a svioist. Then, too, we 
used the high pitch at that time, which made it 
difficult for her to sing, as sie Was accustomed to 
the Jow pitch, which we now use. You remember 
the success which Materna made in the Wagner 
programme, though. Weill that decided me to 
have her appear in a more extended series of 
Wagner selections, and in the coming concert 
such ah opportunity will be afforded. i have 
heard all of Wagner’s singers, and I can say 
withont hesitation that sbe is certainly the best. 
This was also Wagner’s opinion.” 

“Will your programme introduce Many Wagner 
selectious that are unfamiliar in this country?” 

“Yes; and I can say thati shall give the most 
interesung presentation of Waguer’s music ever 
heard here in the coming concerts. No doubt 
many music-lovers date their love for and under- 
standing of Wagner's music from the programme 
of the Wagner-day of the last festival, I hope to 
give a still larger opportunity for an appreciaiiou 
of Wagner’s music during the coming concerts.” 

“You give more concerts in Boston than in New 
York, I believe?” 

“Yes, I propose to give two matinees and four 
evening concerts in Boston, beginning April 14, 
and continuing the 15,16 and 17. The tlree New 
York concerts will foilow at the Metropolitan Op- 
era House Tuesday evening, April 22, Thursday 
evening, Aprii 24, aud Saturday afternoon, April 
26.”’ 

“You anticipate as greatasuccess for Herr 
Herman Winkelmann and Herr Emil Scaria as 
you do for Frau Materna?”’ 

“Yes, lfully believe that the three artists will 
make almost an equal success, and the fact that 
they have veen so lung associated with each oth- 
erin the performance of Wagner’s music prom- 
ises well for their united success here. They 
were at Bayreuth under the 

PERSONAL DIRECTION OF WAGNER, 

and cousidered by Lim as the best exponents of 
his music, I had acharacteristic answer from 
Winkeinwin, by the way, when I wrote to him 
askiug aboyt his repertoire. I had written once, 
asking What selections he conid give. and Was 
puzzied ap not recéiving a reply. wrote again 
thereiore, and his reply was: ‘I sing all classical 
arias and everything vy Wagner,’ which certainly 
gives Me a wide field for selection in his num- 
bers.” 

“What is Winkelmann’s personal appearance?” 

“Wagner, you know, cared as much about the 
figure as the voice of his singers, insisting that 
the ideal must be maintained throughout if the 
best results were to be gained, Winkelmann isa 
well built-man of commanding figure, somewhat 
heavier than Campanini, 1 should say, and has 
sprung into popularity ata bound. A few years 
ago he was singing in a littlegtheater in the pro- 
vincial town of Gratz, south of the Styrian Alps, 
where opera shared the stage with farces ana 
low comedy performances. Manager Pollini, of 
the Staat Theater in Hamburg, heard of Winkel- 
man, went to hear him, and the result was that 
the tenor was engaged to sing at the Staat Thea- 
ter.

As was anticipated, the police force was pain- 
fully surprised to learn from the Post-DisPaTcH 
that lottery, the hydra-headed, still has a dwell- 
ing place in this city, and it is not at all impreb- 
able that the particular bead which the reporter 
discovered, together with as many more heads as

die the death. Mr. Boyd states that Kaub, with 
whom young Post deposited a considerable por- 
tion of his embezzlea cash, is a representative of 
the Louisiana State Lottery, and he teels quite 
certain that there is no other representative of 
that or any other ‘lottery company doing busimess 
in the city.

The Generous Gift Which Mayor Ewing 
Was Compelled to Refuse. 


The city of St. Louis has evidently missed a 
splendid chance to become possessed of a su- 
perior drinking fountain, as will be seen from the 
correspondence herewith submitted. It is to be 
hoped that some enterprising citizen will yet 
seize this glorious opportunity to immortalize 
himself by the exercise of a little philanthropy, 
and give to thirsty St. Louis one of its greatest 
needs. The following letters relative to the mat- 
ter explain themselves: 


912 GARRISON AVENUE, 
St. Louis, Mo., January 28, 1884. 
To His Honor, Mayor Ewing, St. Louis: 

My DEAR SiR—I beg to enclose youa proposi- 
tion by H. D. Cogswell of San Francisco to 
present to your city a fountainin the form of a 
stutue,and will be obliged if you will, after proper 
consideration, cause an answer to be senthim. I 
am not sure that | am personally acquainted with 
Mr. Cogsweil, unless he be the artist of sume fame 
and the owner of Sierra Madre villa near Los An- 
geles. Iam well acquainted with this Mr. Cogs- 
well, and if the writer De the same Ican under- 
stand why be makes his proposition through me. 

l am, with respect, your obedient servant, 

W. T. SHERMAN, 

The letter, which Gen. Sherman enciosed, is as 
follows: 

SAN FRANCISCO, January 21, 1884, 
Gen. Sherman: 

My DEAR Srr—Allow me, an old pioneer of 
1849, to request you to offer in my behalf the do- 
nation of a beautiful drinking fountain, composed 
of granite and bronze, to the city of St. Louis, I 
have made only six of this kind,and shall not : 
contract for more, These I intended for the prin- 
cipal cities of my choice. The duplicate of this 
one was offered by Gen. Rosecrans to Wasbing- 
ton, D. C., and accepted by joint resolution of 
Congress July 6, 1882, and referred to the Com- 
missioners to locate, who pow write me that it is 
too large for Seventh and Pennsy'vania avenue, 
the place I desired them to set van tee they ap- 
prehended the 6% feet statue, ca the *“Guar- 
dian of the Fountain,” to be a statue of the douor. 
To remove these objections for Wash- 
ington, D. oe have told them to 
set it in the next best place in that city 
and I will substitute the statue of “An Ideal Soi- 
dier,” also a six and a half feet statue, which is, 
or should be, popular with every pvutriotie citizen 
ot the United States. These plans, specifications 
andgph°%tographs of statues, ete., are now in the 
hands of the Washington commission, and your 
people can see thbemat any time if they desire. 
The conditious for the city’s accepting them are: 
To pass a resolution to pay the freight from the 
place of manufacture (at or near New York), and 
set it up: also to send me a certified copy of the 
resolutions of acceptance of the conditions, with 
$200, the wholesale cost of the four lanterns, posts 
etc., compiete. These lanterns are red, white an 
blue. Of the six | have madetu donate Wash- 
logton, San Francisco and Providence (my tormer 
residence) will have one each, I have offered one 
to each of the following cities: Chicago, New . 
York and Boston, which have now taken too 
much time to examine this “gift horse.” Should 
St. Louis take prompt * action before these 
esthetic cities accept conditions, she will get one 
of these fouatains sent to St. Louis at once upon 
receipt of acceptance of fountain conditions, $200. 
The base of this tountain is about 16 feet; height, 
if set as intended, about 25 feet.
